infectious  diseases.  The  death  rate  is  only  slightly 

higher  in  spite  of  the  umimialxy  sovere  winter.  lio 
epidemic  of  severe  influenza  occurred.  The  >o pula t ion 
has  increased  by  71  sinoe  1945.

A o nduoted  supply  for  the  northern  Ryhall  group  of 
villages  is  urgently  needed* 

Plana  drawn  up  by  this  Council  for  this  group  in  1946 
have  not  yet  materialised;  os  however  the  County  rater 
Committee  have  now  decided  to  proceed  no  further  with  a 
combined  County  Scheme,  it  is  hoped  that  the  above  plans 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  'inistry  of  Health  early  in  1947. 

18  samples  and  three  re-samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analysis,  of  these,  5 only  ere  satisfactory. 
Pour  of  the  above  samples  were  taken  from  oonduoted  supplies, 
tbs  rest  being  from  springs  and  wells.  The  only  precautions 
against  possible  spread  of  disease  has  been  the  issue  of 
"boiling  notices" • Two  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analy- 
sis. Ons  supply  only  is  chlorinated  at  source. 

It  is  estimated  that  85  of  houses  are  supplied  direct 
from  mains,  approximately  9/  rely  on  standpipes  ana  the  re- 
mainder obtain  water  f ora  surface  wells.
